The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  due  and  solemn  form,  with  prayer 
by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Master  called  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  a  let- 
ter of  inquiry,  from  Mount  Vernon  Lodge,  of  Providence,  Rhode  Is- 
land, respecting  the  denunciation  of  David  Vinton,  a  member  of  that 
Lodge,  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  which,  on  motion  of  Brother  Smith,  was 
referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  Brothers  Jas.  S  Smith,  W  illiam 
Boylan,  Thomas  Henderson,  Jesse  A.  Dawson  and  M.  W.  Campbell. 

Brother  George  Blair,  jr.  presented  the  petition  of  the  Brethren  of 
Albemarle  Lodge^  working  under  dispensation  from  this  Grand  Lodge, 
together  with  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge,  and  a  certificate  from  the 
Rev.  Gregory  T.  Bedell,  certifying  the  uniform  and  regular  mode  of 
work  in  that  Lodge,  praying  for  a  charter,  which,  on  motion  of  Bro. 
Blair,  was  granted  them. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Henderson,  Bros.  Alston,  Lloyd  and  Martin 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  and  report  on  the  proceedings 
of  Lodges  now  working  under  dispensations,  praying  for  charters 

Brother  Bryan  moved  that  the  Royal  Edwin  Lodge  be  struck  from 
the  rolls  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lloyd,  it  was  agreed  that  Brother  John  Mur- 
daiigh.  Master  of  Davie  Lodge,  should  inquiw  into  the  proceedings  and 
situation  of  Royal  Edwin  Lodge,  and  report  to  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Boylan,  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting 
of  Bros.  Sneed,  Hinton  and  Henderson^  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts,  and  report  to  this  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hillman,  Brother  James  Cushman  was  re- 
quested to  give  a  Lecture  on  the  third  degree  of  Masonry  |  and  with 
which  request  he  complied. 

On  motion  of  Br(»ther  Hassam, 

Jiesolvedy  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  Brother  Cushmar^ 
for  the  very  able,  eloquent  and  truly  masonic  Lecture  with  which  he  has  favored  us 
this  evening*. 

On  motion  of  Brother  James  S.  Smith, 

.'Resolved,  by  the  Grand  Lodfje  of  the  State  of  North-Carolina,  That  Brother  James 
Cushman  be  recommended  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  working*  under  the  authority  of 
this  Lodge  as  a  suitable  and  competent  person  to  give  Lectures  on  the  three  first  de* 
grees  of  Masonry, 
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Resulved  further.  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  impressed  with  tiie  importance  and  neces- 
sity of  an  uniform  mode  of  working  in  all  the  subordinate  Lodges  under  its  care,  da 
earnestly  recommend  to  them  the  employment  of  the  worthy  Brother  above  mention* 
ed,  with  a  view  to  attain  an  object  so  desirable. 

The  foregoing  resolutions  were  severally  agreed  to. 
Ordered  that  the  Grand  Secretary  send  special  notices  of  the  forego- 
ing resolutions  to  the  several  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge.

A  report  from  Brothers  James  Ireilell,  J.  C,  Ehringhause  and  Isaaq 
N,  Lamb,  a  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  communication  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  to  inquire  into  the  difference  between  Hall  Lodge, 
No.  53,  and  Di*.  Samuel  Robinson,  was  received  and  read,  which,  after 
some  discussion,  together  with  the  accompanying  documents,  was  refer- 
red to  a  committee,  consisting^  of  Brothers  Hillman,  Henderson  and 
Martin,  who,  after  retiring  for  a  few  m*nnents,  made  the  following  re- 
port : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  Brothers  Jsimes  Iredell,  John  C. 
Ehrii\g'hause  and  Isaac  N.  Lamb,  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  investiga- 
ting the  facts  connected  with  the  expulsion  from  Hall  Lodge,  No.  53,  of  Doctor  Samuel 
Bobinson,  and  the  documents  accompanying  the  same,  respectfully  report,  that  it  ap- 
pears to  your  committee  that  tlie  conduct  of  Dr.  Samuel  Robinson  was  not  of  that  cha- 
racter which  would  justify  expulsion,  the  circumstances  having  grown  out  of  some  ex- 
citement arising  from  a  personal  misunderstanding  between  the  Doctor  and  some  of 
the  officers  of  the  Lodge,  the  m.erits  of  which  your  committee  will  not  undertake  to 
judge  of,  further  than  to  say,  that  they  believe  the  conduct  of  the  Doctor  and  of  the 
Lodge  may  have  been  somewhat  hasty  and  improper.  They,  therefore,  recommend 
that  Dr.  Samuel  Robinson  be  reinstated  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  ;  and 
for  that  purpose,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  decision  of  Hall  Lodge,  No  53,  expelling  Brother  Samuel  Robin- 
son, be  reversed,  and  that  he  be  restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.
